Chairman McAuliffe made formal motion to go into EXECUTIVE SESSION to discuss the 
financial matters of the Tow of Southborough as well as the reputation and 
character of a single official as noted in Section 23B, subsection 1 of the 
So-called Open Meeting Law of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. This motion 

Was seconded by Selectman William L. Zolli and a unanimous VOTE was recorded. 
(Therefore a roll call vote was not taken) 


8:00 p.m. Town Counsel arrived. 


8:13 p.m. VOTED: to end Executive Session (by a motion made by Chairman Thomas W. 
ne a seconded by Selectman William L. Zolli and unanimously 
voted). 


Board of Selectmen signed Treasury Warrant #34 in the amount of $42,066.14. 
APPOINTMENTS 


8:15 p.m. Bids were opened for the transportation and disposal of refuse from the 
Refuse Transfer Station. Chairman McAuliffe read the legal advertisemet 
as it appeared in the Worcester Telegram of December 26, 1975. Present 

— were: John Boland, bidders, League of Women Voters representative, 
the Press and above-mentioned people.

Selectman Bartolini made a motion that the above bids be taken under advisement, 
seconded by Selectman Zolli and unanimously 


VOTED: as stated in above motion. 


Mr. Boland was instructed to come back as soon as possible with recommendations in 
regard to this matter. 


8:45 p.m. The Board of Selectmen met with Charles Hicks, President of Crandall-Hicks 
Co. in relation to a site plan for a proposed change of usage of the 
Crandall-Hicks warehouse in the Town of Southborough as well as an 
expansion of the existing parking facilities. Present at this meeting 
were Charles P. Hicks, President of Crandall-Hicks, an unnamed repre- 
sentative of the Crandall-Hicks Company, Mr. Lowe of Masiello Construction 
Co., Inc., Paul Brefka and Lawrence Kimball of the Planning Board and 
Delia Mulvaney of the Conservation Commission. Mr. Hicks gave a brief 
presentation indicating the fact that the exterior of the building 
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was not going to be changed in any manner whatsoever with the 

minimal exception of some outside spotlights being erected in a 
the new parking lot area. He informed the Selectmen and the other 
town officials present that Crandall-Hicks and Masiello Construction 
Co., Inc. have already worked with the Board of Health to expand the 
existing sewerage capacity up to 125 people which is the maximum 
anticipated for the new of fice/warehouse usage. Additionally, the 
parking would be increased roughly 35 additional spaces with the 
above-mentioned spotlights attached to the building offering light 
for these parking areas. The total space in the building was said 

to be 15,664 sq. ft. of which some 5,000 sq. ft. currently is office 
space. Mr. Hicks went on to say that an additional 6,000 sq. ft. 

of mezzanine warehouse and office space would be constructed within 
this building. He would anticipate that 122 persons would be working 
in this building and, therefore, 125 spaces would be needed for off- 
street parking. Mr. Brefka of the Planning Board noted that according 
to his figures, the warehousing square footage would now be 16,200 
and the office would be 19,294. These figures were agreed upon by 
the engineers. Mr. Brefka noted that for the warehousing square 
footage 10.8 spaces would be needed and the office square footage 
128.6 spaces would be needed and therefore 139 or 140 spaces would 

be needed. Basically Mr. Brefka indicated that this is 15 additional 
spaces beyond what was contemplated by Crandall-Hicks and Masiello 
Construction. 


Selectman Bartolini noted that this could easily be incorporated on 

on the existing plan and that they could either put 15 or so spaces aoe 
up front and still be within the by-law or they could restrict the 

eastern lot's traffic lanes and get additional parking. Selectman 
Bartolini's proposals were agreed upon by Mr. Hicks, representative 

of Masiello Construction Co., and the Planning Board. At this time 

Mrs. Mulvaney noted that the additional parking lot comes within 100 

feet of a wetland on the Natural Resources Map of the Town of Southborough 
and therefore Crandall-Hicks, Co. would have to file with the Conserva- 
tion Commission of the Town (Hatch Act). Mr. Hicks indicated a willing- 
ness to do so. with the above mentioned changes in regard to the addi- 
tional parking spaces and the filing for a wetlands act hearing. 


VOTED : unanimously to approve the site plan as amended. 


9:15 p.m. Selectmen met with John W. Boland, Highway Superintendent, in regard 
to to the Bantry Road situation. Selectman Bartolini indicated that twice 

9:27 p.m. Within the last six years the town meeting has flatly refused to plow 
private roads and therefore would request a mling of the Town Counsel 
as to the legal ramifications of plowing private streets with town 
appropriated funds. He would also request the Town Counsel to look 
into the possibility of having bonding company made liable for this 
activity. However, he maintains strongly that the Selectmen had no 
right to spend town funds to plow other than town ways. Furthermore, 
Selectman Bartolini indicated that the Selectmen should again bring 
this issue before the Town Meeting and that perhaps the Planning Board 
should not allow a house to be built on a road in a new subdivision 
until the road has been completed and accepted by the town.

Mr. Kimball said that 4/5 present were unanimous in 
pursuing this idea with Data General. He also indicated that we should tie the sewerage to- 
gether with the issue of ownership of the roads so that the subdivision could be developed 
further. Mr. Bowen indicated that the Advisory Committee had made no decision but they 
approved of the concept of development of sewerage. They questioned the mechanism for doing 
it, felt that Data General should do it on their own perhaps and wanted to know who would 
benefit. Mr. Kimball indicated that this should be viewed as an investment in the future in 
the Town. The Industrial Development Commission indicated that the four members present at 
their last meeting were in unanimous support. Mr. Dillman felt that we should get together 
with Cullen Engineering and find out what the cost would be. John A. Lundblad indicated 
that phase one cost would be approximately $25,000 in the total, although we may have to 
appropriate $40,000 because of cash flow problems, but of the total project cost, 75% would 
be paid by the Federal Government.

Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Selectman William L. Zolli, Select- 
man Louis J. Bartolini, Administrative Assistant John A. Lundblad, members 
of the press.

Robert McCabe of Mass. Electric Co., Wesley Wallace of New England Telephone 
met with the Board. This was a public hearing on the petition of Mass.

Selectman Bartolini questioned Mr. McCabe and Mr. Wallace as to 
whether or not underground cables could be used on the causeway since even 
the bracing of these is only a temporary solution and that obviously the 
lack of non-paved surface in which poles can be set, causes a severe problem 
over the years. Mr. McCabe said there is no problem in going underground. 
It just costs money and that, of course, has to be passed along to all users 
in Town. Mr. Wallace felt that the first choice should be the most reason- 
able and the most economical and that, in fect, would be the stub poles. 
This facility does carry primary electric lines and long line telephones, 
which could cause a problem in using underground service. The two gentle- 
men agreed that this hearing be adjourned for two weeks to carry out further 
investigation. 


Selectman Zolli made a MOTION, seconded by Selectman Bartolini, and it was a unanimous 
VOICE VOTE of the Board of Selectmen to adjourn this hearing for two weeks. Let the’ 
record show that one stub pole had already been illegally installed and during the next 
week another pole was installed.

7:30 p.m. Chairman Thomas A. McAuliffe opened the meeting. Selectmen LouisJ. Bartolini: 
and Administrative Assistant John A. Lundblad were present. Selectmen Zolli 
was ill. 


8:00 p.m. Jeff Thomas arrived, an intern from Clark University.

omen, Recreation Commission would coordinate closely field scheduling with Mr. 
Lundblad and Mr. Boland so that the contractor's services could be maximized 
on Town grounds, (3) The Recreation Commission would agree to work with the 
board of Selectmen and the Advisory Committee in the Autumn to determine 
where this contract belongs. The Board of Selectmen agreed to offer admin- 
istrative and managerial help in administering this program in the short 
run and assistance to determine exactly where this program should belong 
in the long run. The Recreation Commission found this offer acceptable and 
indicated that the bids would be opened this Saturday for the mowing con- 
tract. Mr. Muir suggested that these bids only be awarded for a six month 
basis so that the new program worked out in the Fall could be implemented 
immediately in the Spring months. It was agreed, therefore that Adminis- 
trative Assistant Lundblad would send out an addendum to the contract doé- 
uments.

quirements. There wexe numerous comments from the audience including questions by 
Mr. Kimball in regard |to the total cost of any Town Hall renovation project; questions 
by Mr. Rynning as to whether or not Assabet students or volunteers could be utilized; 
questions by Mr. Boland as to whether or not we could simply startthis project, ap- 
propriate a sum of money and go the entire route in the fiscal year. Mr. Kimball's 
question,which basically was unanswerable,was discussed for quite some time, the 
consensus being that the Special Town Meeting which turned down the last Article, 
turned it down for three reasons: (1) the excessive cost of the overall project; 
(2)the apparent lac of preparation on the part of the Brownings and the Committee; - 
and (3) the potential increased engineering costs which would have driven this 
project together with/construction and debt retirement, to close to three quarters 

of a million dollars.| In regard to Mr. Rynning's question, he was informed by the 
Town Counsel that according to statute an activity as large as this could not be 

done with student labor as was done at the Cemetery Department. Finally, in regard 
to Mr. Bolands' comment, Administrative Assistant Lundblad, the Chairman of the 

Board of Selectmen McAuliffe, Selectman Bartolini and Mr Brefka tried to impress 
upon Mr. Boland that we are not yet at the stage of planned specification develop- 
ment which would allow us to take $300,000 or any sum of money and go out and do 

the entire job. “er we should go through that first stage of architectural and

engineering feasibility once again to determine the rock-bottom lowest prices 
Which we could get through. 


Administrative Assistant, John Lundblad gave a presentation on the sewerage 
feasibility study and basically reviewed the progress to date giving a brief' 
narrative of the process which began with the meeting at Data General Corp- 
oration in outlining the three questions which remain from those original 
meetings. 


First, the involvement-of Federal and State Funds Regulations; Second, the 
role of outside industries; Third, the role of Data General Corporation. 
The assembled meeting was basically told the following: One, that the pro- 
spect of Federal funding was slim, given the fact that we were undergoing 
the planning process without the Federal assistance and the fact that we 
would attempt to telescope this process approximately one-third of the 
Federal required time. In regard to the other industrial property holders, 
the meeting was informed that the Board of Selectmen, Advisory Committee and 
a member of the Conservation Commission met with Mr. Joseph Salz and Mr. 
Joseph Manello. Mr. Salz is from Talcott, Inc. and Mr. Manello is attorney 
for that corporation from Boston, in regard to the possible financial in- 
volvement of Talcott, Inc., owners of approximately 400 acres of industrial, 
residential and commercial land in this process. Mr. Salz and Mr. Manello 
indicated a willingness to bring this proposal to their superiors. However, 
assurances are needed from Data General Corporation that in fact the roads 
would be transferred to the Town's ownership. The final issue discussed was 
that of the Town's coordination with Data General with regard to this pro- 
ject. At first it was reported that on a technical level, coordination has 
been outstanding, that the sharing of information, both in regard to engine - 
ering soil tests, and similar problems, has been open and free flowing. 
secondly, in regard to cooperation with managerial staff, once again co- 
operation has been good. The Board of Selectmen had requested of Data 
General Corporation a letter outlining their conditions for the transfer of 
the ownership of the road from Data General to the Town. That letter was 
received on May 4, 1976, read aloud by Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
Thomas W. McAuliffe. The members of the meeting at this time discussed the 
proposed letter and the progress report. The concensus of that meeting, 
with the exception of the Advisory Committee, was to go forward in full 
support for this project and to attempt to resolve the unanswered questions 
as soon as possible. The Advisory Committee felt the need to recess and 
discuss this issue among themselves and get back to the Selectmen. 


At this time Highway Superintendent, John W. Boland made a presentation in 
regard to the Parkerville Road drainage. Mr. Boland gave a brief presenta- 
tion which indicated that a number of engineering alternatives has been ex- 
amined, but basically the project would cost $65,000 if contracted. If 
carried out by the Town the cost of materials would approach $40,000. 

Labor would be handled through the Highway Department budget under normal 
procedures. Given this alternative, the project might take as long as 
three years to complete since Mr. Boland’s overtaxed department simply can- 
not carry this project all in one fiscal year.

Selectman Bartolini noted that 
we really are not talking about changing the duties but merely enforcing 
duties we have not been doing in the past. The Selectmen sited a number 
of examples in the General Laws and demonstrated to Mr. Hayward the fact 
that many State laws mandate the Town Accountant's responsibilities. How- 
ever, we would assist them in outlining our laws requiring implementation 
here. 

Third, the Personnel Board want to discuss record keeping and merit raises. 
These are also recommendations from the Haskins and Sells Study. Mr. Hay- 
ward indicated that they are working on both of these. 

Fourth, in regard to custodians, the Selectmen are quite concemed about 
the hourly rate which is instituted in the plan. It was demonstrated to 
the Personnel Board that if the hourly rate minimum went into effect that 
the Town Hall would get ten hours maintenance per week and Fayville Hall 
eight hours maintenance and that is only if these individuals would work 
at the minimum wage. However, both men have worked for the Town for quite 
some time andthis would be unfair. 

Fifth, in regard to educational benefits the Personnel Board wanted the 
Selectmen to consider the possibility of expanding this to all departments 
by possibly establishing a system whereby individuals could be reimbursed 
by the Town for expenses incurred in courses or training directly related 
to their job. This would be instituted as opposed to flat rate incentives 
for going on to school. 

Six, the Dog Officer's salary was brought up by Administrative Assistant 
John A. Lundblad, who wanted to know whether or not a weekly salary level 
could be made for this position while the weekly level at Grade 7 is not 
written into plan per se, Section 6 CG notes that the Dog Officer is exempt 
from hourly wage standards and should be considered salaried at that level.

First, since Mr. Beliveau has been examined by Dr. Timothy Stone of Southborough, 

Dr. Kirby Kirkland of Worcester, and an impartial medical board convened by the Worcester 
County Retirement System all concluding that Mr. Beliveau is medically unfit for duty as 
a Police Sergeant; 


secondly, since Mr. Beliveau has filed for public service retirement under provisions of 
the so-called Heart Law provisions, duly exhausted all sick time, holiday time and 
vacation time, and filed for unemployment compensation June 7, 1976; 


The Board of Selectmen feel that all rights, procedures and compensation have been af- 
forded to Mr. Beliveau. 


Now I would ask at this time if Mr. Beliveau or through his attorney Donald P. Feldman 
would like to speak. 


Attorney Donald P. Feldman: Did the Board receive a letter from Sgt. Beliveau? Did you 
send a letter to the Board? 


Paul A. Beliveau: Regarding what? 
Atty. Feldman: Regarding your retirement or anything else? 
Beliveau: No. I never sent that letter. 


Feldman: Well, in any event, what you just said, Mr. Chairman is absolutely right. 
However, the Board itself has not ruled on his retirement. Now, in the event the Board 
rules negatively concerning his retirement, that means he is fit for duty. The Board 

is meeting, I think, in four days, is that right, John? I believe they are meeting on 
the 18th or 19th of this month. Now, they haven't given us the information that you have 
there. That it was unanimous. We didn't know that until this minute. I assume that 
that information came to you from some reliable source - that the doctors met and said it 
Was unanimous. 


John Lundblad: It came from Sergeant Beliveau. 
Feldman: It came from you? 


Beliveau: My assumption at that time when they interviewed me was that it was unanimous 
but it wasn't of an official nature. That was the medical board.

Chairman McAuliffe opened the meeting by reading (1) the letter of complaint 
dated June 23, 1976 signed by Delia A. Mulvaney; Certified RRR letter dated 
July 7, 1976 addressed to James P. Lawless, 52 Richards Road; letter dated 
July 7, 1976 to Delia Mulvaney, 5B Atwood Road. 


All parties who planned to testify at this Hearing were sworn in, by Town 
Counsel William F. Brewin.

Chairman McAuliffe then called for the report by the Dog Officer. 


Dog Officer Hamel: I received a telephone call from Mrs. Mulvaney on 6/22/76 
stating the facts which were represented in her letter. I did say that I would 
go see Mr. Lawless which I did. I talked with him explained the situation. He 
knew the circumstances give or take whatever his feelings are on the matter. He 
did say he would try to keep the dog under control. Then, following this came 
another telephone call on the 8th of July saying that Mr. Mulvaney was walking 
the dogs on Richards Road and Mr. Lawless’ dog did leave his property and went 
after their dogs and there was some problems. It was broken up and Mr. Lawless 
took his dog in. I stopped in to see Mr. Lawless again. He knew all about it 
a so there was no sense of my telling him. I informed him, if he did not know 
it at the time, he would receive a letter about this meeting. That is all lI 
know. I did not see anything, only by telephone calls and by talking to these 
people do I know what happened. 


Mrs. Mulvaney: I was just curious exactly what quarantine regulations apply 
to the dog. Is it ten days from when you get bit or 10 days from when you're 
notified? 


Dog Officer Hamel: Time of the bite. Whenever a quarantine is given by the 
person of authority is immaterial. 


LOUIS J. BARTOLINI: The dog has been quarantined? 


Mr. Lawless: The dog has been quarantined and if I may so suggest at this time 
I did not receive this notification until Friday afternoon by registered mail 
with return receipt requested and I think it shows the time I picked up this 
registered letter. If the Board of Selectmen would so like, I believe I could 
get affidavits and witnesses here to give fact that my dog is not a public 
nuisance. I have had this dog approximately five years and this is the first 
complaint I have had about this dog. 


(Certified letter #228347 was signed by Mr. Lawless on July 9, 1976) 


Mr. Lawless: Until these objections of the presence of these two huskies in 
po the neighborhood, I have not had one complaint. I have neighbors who have male 
dogs. My shepherd gets along with those male dogs. I asked Mrs. Mulvaney over 
the 'phone if she would call me and let me know when he was coming down into the 
school yard. I would make sure that my son was not in the playground with the 
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dog, that the dog would be tied up in my yard and any time he was coming 

down with her dog so there would be no altercation between the animals. I 
also asked her/|to bring the dog down on a chain. I have my dog on a chain 

to see if they [could get together and be friendly. This has never happened. 
As far as the fight goes, when I first talked to Mrs. Mulvaney, it was the 
dog who stepped on her. I said, which dog stepped on her- your dog or my 

dog. Who could tell in a dog fight - which dog stepped on her. I was willing 
to have my homeowner's policy pay the medical bills. The next thing I know 
she is saying she was bit. The first thing I know is Mr. Johnson came to my 
house to say that I would have to quarantine the dog. This was six/seven days 
after the incident happened when M Johnson came to my house and I did keep the 
dog restrained|after this incident and he still is restrained. If you would 
like to see the dog, he is out in my car right now, I‘1l bring him in. I 
don't see how he could bite anybody his teeth are so worn down from carrying 
rocks all over|the place.

Are they 
all chained, are they exercised briskly? Have you had any other encounters 
with other dogs in the neighborhood? 


Mr. Mulvaney: Customarily the Siberians are walked on leashes. Depending on 
what seems appropriate, the mixed breed is either kept under voice control 

or on a leash. There is a certain amount of difficulty in managing three dogs 
on leashes. Usually they are fairly frisky. 


Louis J. Bartolini: In your many walks to Mooney Field, have you ever encountered 
any other dog other than the Lawless dog at any other time? What are the reactions 
of the huskies and the mixed breed? 


Mrs. Mulvaney: We have had no problems for the past month or so. I have been 
training the two huskies to work sled and most days sometime between five and 
seven I usually take the dogs down and.. we have met many dogs down there and 
we have had no problems with any of them. I take my son down there and later 
in the evening....and I go out for a walk with the dogs. I usually walk them 
in the morning but I take them just in the area. 


Louis J. Bartolini: These dogs aren't strangers in the neighborhood? Would 
that be a true statement? 


Mrs. Mulvaney: One might be. 


Louis J. Bartolini: The female? Is she spayed? Are the two huskies males 
or females? 


The other is a 20-month 
old male, still a puppy. The mixed breed is a 6$ year old spayed female.

_fizs. Mulvaney: Last summer he was heading for my son this dog and the two bitches 
chased him and I chased him off with a rock. Until late last summer the shepherd 
would come up into our yard. We had a few cats killed by dogs, a dog. One case 
I saw the cat. I saw the dog. I never saw the cat again: I cannot swear what 
happened. 


Louis J. Bartolini: When you say dog, are you referring to the Lawless dog? 


Mrs. Mulvaney: Yes. 
Mr. Lawless: Is that an accusation? 


Louis J. Bartolini: Wait a minute, you'll have a chance to refute this. 
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Mrs. Mulvaney: jLast year we brought a cat back from the vets, sat it in the 

yard, couldn't Walk. It disappeared. An hour later we found a dead body on 

Mr. Lawless' lawn, with this shepherd chewing it. As I say - some dog came in our 
yard, killed the cat and within an hour it was on his lawn dead. When the 
shepherd has been off his leash...but I cannot see the dog loose. 


Louis J. Bartolini: May I ask - how are your three dogs in relationship with cats? 
Mrs. Mulvaney: have fifteen cats. They all get along well.

All of my dogs have a reputation with the local children of being 
very friendly.

Now, Mrs. Mulvaney has so stated that she had not had any trouble with her huskies- 
now I happen to know and the person who could testify to this is out of town at 

the time - that she has had altercations with the huskies with another german 
Shepherd, and the gentleman is out of town at this time and he would gladly come 

to a meeting and testify tothis. Also, there was a paper boy who would not deliver 
papers to that house due to the dogs, and if i also may continue about the cat 
instance- now I think the Dog Officer will verify this, a dog will smell and dead 
animal on his property. This particular cat, as I was leaving for work I saw 
underneath my truck. I shooed it away and the next thing I know I hear from 

Mrs. Mulvaney about my dog nuzzling or smelling the cat - now chewing, but smelling 
the cat in the yard. Now, any dog will smell a dirty animal. I don't care whether 
it is a skunk or rabbit or what it is. I have just recently got a new kitten and 
wish I had got the pictures out of the photographers today, a brand new kitten, now 
here is my so-called german shepherd playing with the kitten on the floor. I 

have a picture of this to prove it, but the pictures aren't back from the developers 
at this time. 


aaa Mrs. Mulvaney: As far as I know, we still have the same paper boy and with 
regard to that other incident. It was a softball game. We were watching it 
and my dog was going down the bench while the kids were patting her. When she 
got to the end the other shepherd jumped on the dog and a number of people saw 
that my dog just rolled over and yelled like bloody crazy. 


pelectmen T. McAuliffe: Have there been any other complaints about your dog? 


Mr. Lawless: There have been no complaints at all about my dog. I have a male 
dog across the street from me, a male dog down on the comer - Mr. Cronin has 

a male dog and there have been no other complaints from any of my neighbors. In 
fact I can get letters stating to that affect and I would have got them if I had 
known about this meeting in time. But it was Friday, Saturday and Sunday and here 
it is Tuesday. As I said, I got this letter at 3:30 p.m. Friday afternoon. 


Mrs. Mulvaney: As I was walking around several of my neighbors have told me the 
dog came after them and I suggested that they either come here, write or call the 
Dog Officer and I don"t think any of them have. It is a general feeling of not 
wanting to get involved. 


pelectmen McAuliffe: Mr. Hamel, have you received any other complaints from any 
of the neighbors in that area regarding the Lawless dog?

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Tuesday, August 10, 1976 


Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Selectman William L. Zolli, Select- 
man Louis J. Bartolini (arrived at 7:50), Administrative Assistant John A. 
Lundblad and members of the Press. 


selectmen met with Police Chief Francis J. Mattioli to discuss two issues. 
Present also were Francis Fiorvanti and Ronald Mattioli. First, the Se- 
lectmen expressed a great deal of satisfaction with the quality of appli- 
cants received and interviewed for the Patrolman's position. However, all 
three Selectmen agreed that there was one glaring problem - that was the 
local men who are interested in the Department and joined the Police Reserve 
simply cannot compete against full-time officers from other cities and towns 
who want to work in Southborough. While the Board of Selectmen would very 
much like to keep local people interested and employed on the Town payroll, 
it simply is impossible to do so when outstanding superior candidates apply 
from other area Police Departments. The Selectmen, therefore, requested 
the Police Chief to look into the feasability of starting up the Auxiliary 
once again, update and increasing the training for Reserve Officers. 

Chief Mattioli's only reservation to this program was that of funding, 
stating that it cost $50 for clothing allowance for all Reserves although 
no cost for Auxiliaries. He felt that the Auxiliary could be possibly tie 
in to the Civil Defense if that were compatible. Chief Mattioli also felt 
that a number of Reserves have tried to better themselves over the years, 
but. not been appointed to the Regulars and that there was little incentive 
to join the Reserves. The Selectmen felt that the reason these gentlemen 
were not appointed was basically because they don't have enough full-time 
Police patrol , investigation, conviction experience and they can only get 
that if they become more deeply involved in the day-to-day operation of 

the Department as well as greater training. Chief Mattioli requested to 
come back within two weeks if possible examining the system, the cost, the 
man~power requirements for both Reserves and Auxiliary. 


Second issue was a discussion of the personal reputation of one member of 
the Police Department. The Selectmen and Chief went into Executive Session 
at 8:29 p.m. to 8:40 p.m. Selectman Zolli made the motion to go into 
Executive Session; Selectman Bartolini seconded; it was VOTED unanimously 
by roll call vote. Chairman McAuliffe notified the press that the regular 
meeting would reconvene after the Executive Session. 


Site Plan Hearing for Willis I. Lester. People present were Mr. and Mrs. 
Lester, Mr. Stanley Fitts of Stone Gate Realty (owner of the property), 
Framingham, Mr. and Mrs. Albert Phillips, Dr. and Mrs. Mayne, Mr. and Mrs. 
Clausen, Stanley Tanenholtz. Mr. Lester presented a site plan of the 
former Davis tractor property off of Route 9 and Middle Road. Mr. Lester 
is contemplating the establishment of Minuteman Auto Body Corporation owned 
by himself and his family. Mr. Lester has already been in operation at 
this location for some few weeks. Difficulties with the Board of Health 
precluded his being able to put together a verifiable site plan. The 
selectmen reviewed the plan with Mr. Lester, who is requesting both a Site 
Plan Hearing and a Class II License. 


The Selectmen noted, as did others present, that the residential zone in 
this area cuts through the driveway and parking lot and therefore cuts off 
or land-locks the building as the driveways are now designed. The Select- 
men felt this is a serious zoning problem and that in fact the driveway 

to Middle Road may be illegal. The real estate firm owning the building 
should look into the feasibility of utilizing their highway cut on Route 9 
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for some sort of an access road. Similarly the Selectmen felt that the engineering 
work should progress ediately to determine whether or not zoning variances or 
special permits could be received for this building so that a driveway could exit 
through the residential area to Middle Road, 


The Selectmen then discussed the capacity of the structure and the volume of 

business done by Mr. Lester. They were informed that Mr. Lester's lease permits 

no more than two vehicles to be kept prominently outside and no junk vehicles or 

abandoned vehicles may| be on the property. Furthermore, Mr. Lester said that 

the square footage he rents allows him tc hold 22 vehicles inside, but he would 

ra leave vehicles outside at night. Normal hours of operation would be from 7 to 
daily. : 


The meeting was then opened to discussion from abutters and other people present. 
Mr. and Mrs. Phillips,| abutters and neighbors to the property, cited traffic. 
problems where young people werescrubbing out or driving very recklessly and 
carelessly or merely driving fast. Mr. Lester claimed that he is doing every- 
thing possible to discourage this even to the point of firing people who are re- 
peated offenders. However, there is little he can do once they leave his property. 
Mr. Clausen, not an abutter, but a neighbor, felt that the main problem if this be- 
comes a Class II operation is the unattractive nature of some used car lots or auto 
reclamation facilities). At this time Mr. Lester went into a very detailed descrip- 
tion of his lease, confirmed by Mr. Fitts, that this simply could not happen, given 
the lease and the feelings of the Realty Trust. Certainly the Board of Selectmen 
can offer further restrictions or expand upon these existing restrictions. Mr. 
Tanenholtz, an abutter| and a neighbor, mentioned problems with the driveway and 
traffic on Middle Road) and felt that this could createfuture problems. Mrs. Mayne 
at this time asked how| many cars would be generated by the other activity, the light 
industry proposed for the remainder of the building. The answer by Mr. Fitts was 
between 20 and 30. Mr) Lester stated that, of course, Dr. and Mrs. Mayne are build- 
ing a veterinary hospital across the street which, too, will generate traffic. At 
this time Dr. Mayne indicated that he and his wife fully realize that the location 
was zoned industrial across, t oad _and,h en used that wa he pa W- 
ever, he did feel Wat iS. Ae eR maeh atk aide a nag, ve 0) epee, dy Nene 
not be in peak loads as would employee traffic, and is generally less likely to be 
the test-drive, scrub-ont variety of traffic. This point was conceded by Mr. Lester. 


The Board of Selectmen| then discussed the Class II license. Mr. Lester wants the 
license for wholesaling of vehicles. He again indicated he can only display two 
cars and showed basically where he would put those two vehicles if given the license. 
Those would go in frontof the building prominently displayed on the Route 9 side 
perhaps with signs. Basically what Mr. Lester desires is the paper work permitting 
him to make title transfers without having to pay between $200 and $300 for some 
title company to do the same. The Board of Selectmen felt there was a number of 
problems existing on this property, including the. driveway. problems, the potential 
parking problems in residential zones the unresolved issue of looking into Mr 
Lester’s lease. Selecitmen VOTED unanimously: to adjourn this meeting for two weeks 
until 8:15 p m., August 24, 1976 and at that time to consider the entire request 
once again. (Selectme Zolli made motion, Selectman Bartolini seconded. )

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Tuesday, September 7, 1976 


Present: Chairman Thomas McAuliffe Selectman Louis J. Bartolini, Administrat- 
ive Assistant John Lundblad, members of the press and one interested citizen. ° 
Selectman William Zolli was not present this evening. 


Peter Rogers of Northboro appeared before the Board re his Zoning Permit re- 
quest which Highway Superintendent John Boland had recommended against signing 
this evening. Administrative Assistant John Lundblad and Mr. Rogers discussed 
this matter while the Selectmen were signing the Treasury Warrant. I1t Was ex- 
plained to Mr Rogers that the cross culvert on Valley Road that exists just 
north of his driveway entrance was not shown on this plan, that said culvert 
would have a significant impact upon the flowage of surface water through his 
lot both in regard to siting his house and siting his septic systen. It is 
requested that he contact the Highway Superintendent and an engineering firm 
prior to the next meeting of the Board of Selectmen. 


The Selectmen met with David Whitaker, President of the Southborough Youth 
Football. Chairman Thomas McAuliffe read a proclamation for Youth Footbal 
Week as being, September 12-18 in the Town of Southborough. 


The Selectmen held a pole hearing for the establishment of a new pole on 
Northboro Road, pole number 52 abutting property owned by New England Power Co. 
No abutters, interested citizens or representatives of the petitioner, Mass. 
Blectric Co. were present. 


The Board of Selectmen signed the request for location of the new pole since 
no objections were heard. 


The Selectmen drew two jurors for the Traverse Jury, Worcester, for the month 
October: Roderick MacNeill of Woodbury Road and Margaret Concannon of Straw- 
berry Hill Road. 


The Selectmen had an unscheduled meeting with Willis Lester d/b/a Minuteman 
Auto Body and Mr. and Mrs. Albert Phillips, his abutters. This is the third 
reconvening of the site plan hearing for the Minuteman Auto Body. Since this 
was not an official reconvening and since all abutters were not notified of the 
reconvening and since it was not posted as part ofthe Selectmen's agenda, the 
Board of Selectmen felt that they could not take formal action on this request. 
The Board reviewed the plan with Mr. Lester and found it to be acceptable. 

It was acceptable to the Phillips. The Board requested that Mr. Lester appear 
before the Board of Selectmen at its next regularly scheduled meeting 
September 14, 1976 after all abutters have been notified. At that time the 
Board of Selectmen will take formal action upon both the site plan and the 
request for a Class Il license. 


The Selectmen met with Stanley Tanenholtz, Town Treasurer. regarding the 
credit union question. Chairman McAuliffe informed Mr. Tanenholtz that a vast 
majority of the Town's employees prefer St. Mary's Credit Union and Mr. 
Tanenholtz replied that he was pleased to comply with the vast majority and 
therefore will establish the agreement with St. Mary's. 


Bartolini made a motion, seconded by Chairman McAuliffe, and unanimously VOTED 


(by voice vote) to have St. Mary's Credit Union be the Town's Credit Union. 


Second issue discussed with Stanley Tanenholtz, Town Treasurer: Mr. Tanenholtz 
asked if we could pay our other bills out of Revenue Sharing since there is 
$80,000 in Revenue Sharing. The Selectmen informed Mr. Tanenholtz that since 
these funds had not been appropriated they could not in fact be expended. 
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9:00 p.m The Selectmen|met with Paul e Brefka of THUG in regard to the architectural 
to firm for the renovation of the Town Hall. Mr.| Brefka went through a 

9:30 p.m. lengthy presentation describing the interview process which the committee 
went through for seeking out a medium size architectural firm that was 
not as small as the previous one that the former Town Hall Renovation 
Committee engaged, but was not so large that the project would be lost in 
the shuffle. |Mr. Brefka was looking for a firm that had creativity 
but yet had a| solid cash flow to take this project through to completion. 
Mr. Brefka recommended two firms. C.E. Maguire is a large firm that 
obviously has/ the technical capability to acquire Federal Funding. How- 
ever he felt that they lacked creativity and tend to be more of an en- 
gineering environmental firm than an architectural firm. Therefore, 
the committee! recommended the firm of Hughes and MacCarthy from Natick, 
MA. He demonstrated its record of experience jin the last thirty jobs 
which they have designed, that only one or two projects have been off more 
than 1% or 2% between estimations, bids and final construction costs. 
These two jobs were both missed because of extras which were requested 
by the client. Mr. Brefka informed the Selectmen that Hughes and Mac- 
Carthy agreed to set a single fee and that if |the plans as originally 
drawn cannot (come in within the appropriation j|level, then Hughes and 
MacCarthy willl returm to the drawing board to/bring it in at our cost 
with all redrawing expenses born by the architectural firm. Mr. Brefka 
indicated that Hughes and MacCarthy are still|talking the $35 a square 
foot range allthough they sincerely believe it|can be done for less. Mr. 
Brefka further indicated that it would be necessary to engage Hughes and 
MacCarthy once we had some estimates of our exterior costs and drainage 
costs which the Worcester County Engineers are currently carrying out.
